JOINT DEFENCE

LONDON, Monday. 


“A detailed agreement confirming 
the carrying cut of the agreement 
between Japan and France for the 
joint defence of French Indo-China 
was concluded last Wednesday,” it is 
announced by the Japanese Military 
Mission in Indo-China 

According to a Domei Agency de- 
spatch from Saigon quoted by Tokyo 
radio, ‘ negotiations for the conclusion 
of this detailed agreement were started 
last Wednesday morning and were 
brought to an amicable conclusion. at 
8 p.m. the same day.” The agree- 
ment was reached between Major- 
Genera] Sumita,-head of the Japanese 
Military Mission, and Vice-Admiral 
Jean Decoux, Governor-General of 
Indo-China, it is added. 


DUTCH ACTION 
LONDON, Monday. 


The Dutch East Indies has joined 
with Britain and America in imposing 
sanctions against Japan. All foreign 
exchange transactions have been 
suspended, and all exports to Japan, 
Manchukuo, China and French Indo. 
China “will in future require special 
licences. Other moves and counter- 
moves in the Far East situation to-day 
included ratification by the Japanese 
Privy Council of the agreement 
between France and Japan for the joint 
defence of Indo-China; Canada gave 
notice to terminate a commercia!

CHINA'S REOUEST 


It is officially confirmed in London 
to-night that the Chinese Government 
has requested the British Government 
to freeze Chinese assets in Britain and 
the British Empire. The reason for 
the request is that the Japanese are in 
control of certain parts of China, and 
consequently the assets of those terri- 
tories. If Chinese assets were to re- 
main unfrozen it would give the 
Japanese a loophole to continue trade 
with Great Britain. A similar request 
was made by the Chinese Government 
to the Government of the United 
States, who have already taken the 
necessary steps. 


ANGLO-U.S. POLICY 
From REUTER $ CORRESPUNDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Mr. Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, to-day said that the United 
States and Britain are pursuing parallel 
courses in the Far East, and will fre- 
quently confer on their objectives. The 
(nited States and Britain will fre- 
quently exchange views with other 
independent nation’ interested in the 
Far East, he added. He declined to 
elucidate the policy of the United 
States in regard to oi] shipments to 
Japan under the President’s recent 
freeze Order, and denied that there was 
any agreement to take the total 
Mexican oil production, but said that 
he was optimistic about a future Settle- 
ment of oil and other problems between 
the United States and Mexico. 


LATIN AMERICA 


As regards South America, Mr. 
Welles intimated that the United States 
would welcome parallel action ty other 
American nations in economic sentvel | 
measureS against Japan. Stressing 
that the Latin American countries were 
free to act in any way they deemed 
advisable, he cited the steps already 
faken to ensure access by the United 
States to Latin-American defence 
materials, and to prevent the re-export 
of Such goods from the United States. 
Asked specifically about the possi- 
hility that Venezuela might refuse to 
Sel] oil to Japan, Mr, Welles replied 
that that was solely a question for 
Venezuela to decide. 


FIGHT FOR OIL 


Washington observers, emphasising 
their belief that Japan would fight for 
oil she could not get by other means, 
recalled that President Roosevelt was 
reported last week to have indicated 
that the United States had been allow- 
ing Japan to impert American oil so as | 


yet specifically banned the export of 
ol to Japan, but action covered bv 
the freezing of Japanese assets could 
prevent that country obtaining oil from 
America. 

When President Roosevelt decided 
last year not to renew America’s com 
mercial treaty with Japan, Emperor 
Hirohito was reported to have said, in 
effect: ‘‘ You may cut off my _ petrol 
ration, but I advise you not to make 
me desperate or | shall have to get my 
oil where 1 find it, and the conse 
quences will be unpleasant for you.” 


NEW FREEZING ORDER 


PEIPING, Monday. 

Following the steps taken by the 
Japanese (iovernment to freeze U.S. 
and British assets, the Japanese Con 
sulate of North China to-day announced 
that the same measures and restrictions 
on financial transactions will be applied 
in North China to nationals of the 
United States, the Philippines and the 
countries of the British Empire.

LONDON AGAIN 
BOMBED 


THREE RAIDERS SHOT 
DOWN

LONDON, Monday. 

Three German aircraft were de- 
stroyed when, after an almost un- 
broken respite of eleven weeks, the 
Luftwaffe made a sharp attack on 
Londun on Sunda; night. A number 
of peuple were killed and it is feared 
that at least six are missing after a 
house received a direct hit. 

Heavy gunfire, the roar of bombers 
and the drone of fighters, flares and 
the splatter of sheil splinters were re- 
minders of past attacks, which Lon- 
doners were eginning to forget. 

Bodies were recovered yesterday 
from a street level shelter which had 
heen directly hit. The shelter had 
accommodation for 120 people. Many 
injured were taken to hospital. 

When another surface shelter close 
by was demolished six were killed and 
four injured. Others escaped. 


CASUALTIES 


A Heinkel] 111 biew up at the second 
burst from the cannon of a_ night 
fighter and bits hit the wing of the 
fighter. The wreckage of the bomber 
came down in the Thames estuary. In 
one are: three women and three chil- 
dren were killed when ten H.FE. 
bombs fell in the same road. Two 
women, a man and a child were killed 
in another area when their shelter was 
hit and they were blown over the 
house-tops into an adjoining road. 

The Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué stated :— 
‘There was considerable enemy acti- 
vity over South-East Englandand the 
London area on Sunday night, but it 
was not on a heavy scale. In the 
London area some damage was done 
and there were a number of casualties.”’ 


DUNKIRK BOMBED 


Docks at Dunkir: and aerodromes in 
Northern France were attacked by 
R.A.F. on Sunday night.

Carrageen moss can be used in the 
making of size, certain paints, glazes 
for the treatment of leather and 
textiles, emulsions and as a food. 
This was revealed yesterday when an 
frish Times reporter inquired into the 
present shortage of the commodity. 

According to some reports retailers 
have been unable to obtain supplies, 
although Carrageen moss is available 
around the Irish coast 

It was pointed out, 
this is the mid-season period 
Carrageen. The merge. 8 season 
extends from May to September, about 
500 tons being picked annually and 
commercially supplied, chiefly to manu- 
facturers for process purposes. The 
Carrageen used for food is selected 
from choice growths and retailed in 
small packets to the public, and this 
trade recently has been given a — 
owing to the dearth of gelatine an 
cornflour in the Irish market. 

It was learned at the offices of 
Gaeltarra Eireann that there has been 
an increased demand for the product 
for —- purposes and they are now 
awaiting the new season's crop in order 
to meet the merchants’ demands. In 
small quantities the moss 1s In “agen ot 
use than formerly in the hotels and 
restaurants.

ASSERTION 


GERMAN 


The Germans have ®ung their full 
weight into the Smolensk area, where 
a gigantic ' Verdun”’ battle has now 
been raging for over a fortnight, says 
the Press ASsociation. The town 
remains in Russian hands. Yesterday 
the German High Command claimed 
that the battle was nearing a successful 
conclusion, and that all attempts to 
prevent annihilation of the encircled 
Soviet forces were frustrated. 

Moscow, on the other hand, tersely 
reported that operations in tnis area 
had continued during the mght, and 
that no important engagements took 
place in other sectors. 

The second big thrust of the Panzer 
divisions has passed its peak, and the 
outcome of the battle now depends on 
the ability of the German intantry to 
‘“mop up ” the ruthless guerilla forces 
of the Soviet, which, so far, have pre- 
vented consolidation of the gains 
secured by the armoured forces. 

The Moscow communiqué yesterday 
also told of a heavy bombing raid on 
Constanza, the Rumaman Black Sea 
port, and an attack on a Finnish battle- 
ship, which was followed by “ great 
explosionis.”’ 

Authoritative quarters 1 sondon 
yesterday stated tha. there seemed to 
he little doubt that the Germ. ns: were 
finding it “a pretty tough Job” to 
annihilate these large pockets of 
guerrillas, says the Press Association, 

While the Germans are definitely 
making slight progress in the south— 
between the Dniester and Dmieper, it 
does not seem to be of any great 
significance, adds the Press Associa- 
tion, 


DIVISION DESTROYED 


German Radio last night claimed 
that a panzer division had destroyed a 
Soviet tank division, west of Vyasma, 
the town on the Smolensk-Moscow 
road. The announcer said that the 
action took place after hard fighting 
on Saturday and Sunday. Another 
German division put out of action 83 
Soviet tanks which attempted to break 
through the encircling German forces. 
Eight batteries supporting the tank 
forces were destroyed, 


MORE PRISONERS 


The official German News Agency 
last night claimed that the “ annihila- 
tion ’’ of Soviet forces m the Mogilev 
area, 100 miles south of Smolensk, pro- 
ceeded rapidly on Sunday. The number 
of prisoners taken, it is stated, in- 
creased in the day from 12,000 to 
35.000. 

Soviet attempts to land at two points 
near Hangoe, the Soviet base at the 
entrance to the Gulf of Finland, are 
also reported by the Agency, which 
claims that they were in vain. Another 
claim made is that ‘the Finnish troops 
defeated Soviet troops west of Hangoe 
on last Tuesday, with heavy losses for 
the Russians. 

A Finnish’ official announcement 
says, accordin.- to a Helsinki despatch 
to the officiai German News Agency : 
“On the Northern front encircled 
troops have been wiped out and a con- 
siderable quantity of anti-tank guns, 
machine-guns, automatic weapons, 
mine-throwers and other material has 
been captured. Further operations 
took a favourable course and proceeded 
according to plan.” 


ODESSA BOMBED 


The harbour of Odessa, the Soviet 
port on the Black Sea, was several 
times on Sunday night attacked by 
German bombers, it is announced in 
Berlin. 

The weather is making the German 
advance more difficult in the southern 
sector of the eastern front, the official 
German News Agency stated last night. 
The Agency claims, however, that on 
Sunday a German division from 
Southern Bessarabia broke through 
the Stalin line in a “ daring “ attack, 
capturing 21 pillboxes. 

The claim that 123 Soviet ‘planes 
have been shot down and 17 destroyed 
on the ground on Sunday is made in a 
Berlin álaiií to Rome. 

The Finnish Air Force officially claim 
to have brought down 191 Soviet 
‘planes, according to a Helsinki de- 
spatch to the German News Agency.

INTO THE UKRAINE 


A despatch from the Italian Agency’s 
correspondent at the front says that 
German .mechanised troops and, at 
some points, special Rumanian units, 
are estimated to have penetrated 
Ukrainian territory to a depth of over 
125 miles. 

‘The Dniester has been left far 
behind, and the Allied forces are 
advancing towards important objectives 
on the’ Bug River and certain key 
centres in the Ukraine,”’ it is added. 

The Bug River rises south-west of 
Zhitomir, and flows into the Black Sea 
at Nikolayev 

Describing conditions on the Russo- 
Finnish frontier, the Berlin correspon- 


dent of the Berne newspaper Der 
Bund, says: ‘‘Endless columns of 
heavy-laiden soldiers march, through 


endless forests. There are no roads, 


no communications, no lorries, and 
no motor cycles. Blankets and 
overcoats are left behind, although 
the nights are terribly cold 


and damp. During the frightful mid- 
day heat millions of mosquitos buzz 
round the svldiers’ heads. Often the 
soldiers have to wade knee deep in 
black swamps. The forests provide the 
best cover for the Russian defence, but 
the Germans cannot see the enemy. As 
soon as the Germans enter a forest 
they are greeted with furious fire from 
the Russians in trees, here, there and 
everywhere, R

The Soviet troops fight with fanaticism 
and fatalism, and our troops are faced 
with ever new tasks.’ 


VESSELS SUNK 


The Moscow communiqué said that 
the Air Force, co-operating with the 
land forces, has attacked large German 
troop concentrations, as well as air 
force and aerodromes. According to com- 
plete data, 109 German aeroplanes were 
shot down on July 26. Russian losses 
were 356 planes, 

‘ The coastal defence and the Baltic 
fleet air arm have sunk an enemy 
destroyer and two enemy patrol vessels. 
Our fleet lost one destroyer,’ adds the 
communique.

THE RUSSIAN 
RESISTANCE 


The Times, in a leading article, 
says:—In the sixth weex of the 
Eastern war it is for the first time 


possible that the full military strength 
of Russia has been mobilised. Five 
weeks were estimated in advance as 
the time required for the process, ,re- 
sumably without allowing for inter- 
ference by the enemy. ow much in- 
terference there has been by the Luft- 
waffe in the western areas—the re- 
mote hinterland to the east of Moscow 
is quite inaccessible—remains hidden, 
but though serious delay may have 
been inflicted, and the mobilisation 
may for that reason not be even yet 
complete, it is certain by now that its 
completion cannot be prevented as 't 
was prevented in so many countries 
from Poland to Yugoslavia. Such a 
stroke—the grand coup of the biitz- 
krieg—requires a clean break through 
the defenders’ position into his lines 
of communication in the earliest phase 
of the attack. In Russia the (Ger- 
mans, for all their acquisitions of terri- 
tory, have conspicuously failed to make 
such a breach, and accordingly they 
now that thev can no longer evade 
the conflict with the full man power 
of the U.S.S.R., as it may be sup- 
posed that they still hoped to evade 
it when their propaganda _ pro- 
claimed that the last Russian 
reserves were being thrown itno 
the line. The Russian Army at 
this stage shares with the Royal Air 
Force the distinction of having found 
an answer to the blitzkrieg. In 
neither case is it anything like a final 
answer, but in each the original Ger- 
man strategic plan has been adequately 
countered to the extent that a new 
and radically amended plan has had to 
be decised for the next phase. 

The fate of Russia is, of course, as 
much in the balance as ever, and the 
Soviet Armies still have to face a mili- 
tary machine, whose striking power 1s 
without parallel in history. All that 
is meant by saying that they have 
an answer to the blitzkrieg is this— 
they have shown that, unlike any other 
nation on the Continent, they under- 
stand the conditions imposed by modern 
science upon war at least as thoroughly 
as their opponents.

Ts was a suspicion of greying 


in the dark, lank locks of the 

man who sat opposite an /rish 
Times reporter discussing the question 
whether there was, in fact, anything 
wrong with the theatre. He was an 
actor. Asked 
producers, he said, with a wide sweep 
of his glass: “ All my dear friends.” 

“But from your professional ex- 
perience you must have formed opinions 
as to what's wrong with the theatre? ' 
said the reporter. 

True, sir, true. They are all dear 
friends. Yes, from my point of view 
what's wrong with the theatre is that 
Dublin audiences seem to take any- 
thing that is offered them. 

“There are so many amateur actors 
—in the sense that thése persons have 
no intention of making any profession 
their sole means of livelihood. They 
are a temptation to the actor-manager. 
The producer who is an actor-manager 
employs two or three professronal 
actors, or actors who have made names 
for themselves up to a point, and then 
he engages a cast of raw people, who 
have never before walked a stage, and 
thinks he can pull through a produc- 
tion in such circumstances. 

‘‘In a recent production at one of 
our principal theatres there was a cast 


of approximately thirty. Not five per 
cent. were professionals. The rest were 
people from colleges and ch-like, 


without a thought of taking my profes- 
sion seriously. It was a catastrophi 
production. Nevertheless, up to 4 
point, it was accepted by the Dublin 
puliic. 

‘‘If professionals were sure of 
salaries that meant a livelihood—Ah, 
yes. There are plenty of semi-profes- 
sionals and would-be professionals to 
draw from. Where are all these people 
who were paid to be taught in schools 
of acting’ 

“ It's a parlous profession nowadays. 
I remember, sir— But the reporter 
had another engagement.

The Middle East R.A.F. com- 
muniqué issued to-day says :—‘* Royal 
Air Dice fighter aircraft intercepted 
two Savoia 79’s off Malta yesterday, 
and shot both down in flames, 50 miles 
out to sea.

INDIAN LOSSES 


“ The comparatively small number of 
Indian losses in the African campaign 
was made known this afternoon,’” says 
All India Radio. “ In the fighting in 
Afrtea between December last and July 
8th Indian ‘casualties were 6,426. 
Italian losses at Keren alone totalled 
10,000, incinding 3,000 killed. Thus 
in one single battle enemy casualties 
were far in excess of Indian losses for 
the entire campaign. The total of men 
shown as wounded includes a very 
large number who were only very 


slightly wounded. The proportion of: 


killed to wounded is about 1 to 58.” 

It was announced in Simla that the 
759 killed included 21 officers, 26 of 
the Viceroy’s commissioned officers, 
and 712 Indian other ranks.

T is now a fortnight since the

The remarkable  long-drawn-out

prepared naval forces. The attack 
was exceptionally heavy and all types 
of aircraft were employed, yet the 
great bulk of the convoy and its escort 
remained intact. 

To discuss at all fully the Japanese

interpose a base between Singapore and 
the Philippines, and it approaches the 
Japanese to Borneo.

doctor, lawyer or teacher, and, once 
the course is over, the girl starts right 
away earning a fixed salary, which, if 
she is capable and efficient, may rise 
to about £800 a year. 

At the moment, almoning in England 
is # reserved occupation, and all 
hospitals undertaking emergency 
medical service have heen advised by 
the Minister of Health to appoint 
almoners, of whom there are not 
enough to meet. the demand. 

It has been suggested recently that 
a shorter war training would enable 
this shortage to he overcome, but this 
has been found to be impractical, as, 
when the war is over, there will be 
two standards for qualified almoners, 
which would only make unnecessary 
confusion. 

It is not, perhaps, a young girl's pro- 
fession, Although training may be 
started at any age, a girl may not 
qualify until she is 22 years of age, 
and unless she is level-headed, 
interested in all sorts of people, and 
capable of inspiring confidence and 
making decisions for herself and for 
others, she would be much better in 
some other work. 

The minimum salary as an assistant 
almoner is £200 a year; £250 if only 
one almoner is employed, and £300 
for a head almoner. 

The life of an almoner never lacks 
interest; for different types of people 
are met with all the time, and their 
various problems and needs form the 
day's work 


The almoner interviews all patients 
in the hospital, and assesses them 
according to their means. ‘This pre- 
vents abuses of al! kinds She then 
helps them to obtain extra nourish- 


ment and anv other essential comforts 
they may lack in their own homes.
